A VETERAN PUBLISHER. 
From the Boston Sunday Herald. 
On the 1oth of September Mr. J. C. Derby 


Mr. Derby’s connection with Mr. Ivison was 
a very pleasant one, and, when the latter came 
to New York in 1845, going into business with 
Mark H. Newman, he set Mr. Derby up in the 
bookselling and publishing business in Auburn 
under the firm-name of J. C. Derby & Co. 
After the death of Mr. Newman, Mr. Ivison 
became head of the house of Ivison, Blakeman 
& Co., now Ivison, Blakeman, Taylor & Co., 
the wealthiest, and. I believe, the oldest educa- 
tional publishing-house in America. Mr. Derby 
removed to New York in 1853, and set up the 
publishing business under the firm-name of 
Derby & Jackson, and later of Derby & Miller. 
One of his first publications was ‘* Fern Leaves 
from Fanny’s Portfolio.’’ These leaves had 
been first contributed to Boston papers, and Mr. 
Derby noticed that they were widely copied and 
much talked about. With true publishers’ in- 


| stinct, he saw a book in them, and went on to

celebrated the 50th anniversary of his connection | 


with the publishing business. Some 20 years 
ago Mr. Derby’s name was one of the best 
known in publishing circles in this country, for 
the very simple reason that he was the publisher 
of the most successful books then before the 
public. To-day he is connected with the house 
of Houghton, Miffin & Co., and it was in the 
handsome parlors of this firm in New York that 
I found him. On the desk before him was an 
old and faded sheet of paper, with the ink, once 
black, now gray. The way this sheet was folded 
and addressed on the back showed that the 
letter was written before the days of envelopes.

Mr. Derby published, in his famous ** Library of 
Wit and Humor,”’ the delightful ‘‘ Sparrowgrass 
Papers" of Fred Cozzens. Cozzens was then 
living at Yonkers, and so was Mr. Derby. It 
was of this volume that Irving said to the pub- 
lisher, ‘‘ There is no American book pertaining to | 
country life that can compare to it in natural | 
humor.”

| 31,000 copies, and has been seiling ever since. 


One day Mr. Derby was sitting in his office, when 
Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher entered with a man- 
uscript under her arm. She looked very myste- 
rious as she laid it upon Mr. Derby’s desk, and 
then she told him that it was the story of her hus- 
band's and her life in the West. “I want you 
to publish it and not to say a word to Henry 
until it is all ready to put on the market. I want 


| to surprise him.’ Mr. Derby replied that he 


would be pleased to publish her work, but that 
considering its nature, he did not think it would 
be right to do so without consulting her husband. 
She seemed disappointed at this, but finally 
concluded that he was right. So the next time 
Mr. Beecher called at his office he said : 
‘*Mr. Beecher your wife has written a book 
about your life in the West, and she wanis me 
to publish it. Have I your consent?’ ‘‘If 
you're a mind to be such a fool,’’ said Mr. 
Beecher, with a laugh, ‘* but don’t put the re- 
Mr. Derby, who 
had faith in Mrs. Beecher’s ability, published 
the book. The success of ‘* From Dawn to Day- 
light” is well known. It made an instant hit. 
About this time began Mr. Beecher’s acquain- 
tance with Mr. Robert Bonner, which was 
brought about by Mr. Derby. ‘‘I learned 
through Mrs. Beecher,’’ said Mr. Derby, ‘‘ that 
Mr. Beecher was in some financial distress in 
relation to a mortgage on his house. Incidental- 


ly I spoke of this to my friend Robert Bonner, 


who, though not personally acquainted with Mr. 
Beecher at that time, knew him by reputation, 
and was one of his many admirers. Mr. Bonner 
seemed very much interested and at once said for 
me go to Mr. Beecher and to tell him that he would 
gladly pay off the mortgage if he would allow 
him, as he considered it a disgrace that a man of 
Mr. Beecher’s genius and distinction should suf- 
fer from the curse of debt. I bore the message 
to Mr. Beecher, who was surprised beyond 
measure, particularly as there was no such thing 
as security or pledge asked or expected. The 
amount, $10,000, Mr. Bonner handed me in cur- 
rency, and it was deposited in the Metropolitan 
Bank, and no one knew of this transaction at 
the time exccept John E. Williams, president of 
the bank, and the parties directly interested. 
Mr. Beecher subsequently became a contributor 
to the Ledger, but without any reference what- 
ever to this generous act on the part of Mr. Bon- 
ner, which, when you print it, will be for the 
first time made public.”’ 

Of successful novels, published by Mr. Derby, 
‘*The Minister’s Wooing,’’ by Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, was the first. His next success was 
‘* Beulah,” by Augusta J. Evans. One day 
Miss Evans called at Mr. Derby’s office and left 
the manuscript, which he took home and read 
to his family, who all thought it well worth 
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publishing. Mr. George Ripley, who ‘‘read’’ | ‘‘ with my brother, who is sittin 


for him on a salary, as well as for other houses, 
also pronounced favorably on the book, and it 
was no sooner published than its success was 
made. Few novels have ever reached a larger 
sale. To show that what one publisher thinks 
good is not necessarily thought well of by 
another, I might mention that ‘* Beulah” was 
rejected by D. Appleton & Co., their reader, 
J. W. Palmer, of the Baltimore Exchange, having 
pronounced against it. The first review of the 
book that appeared was from his pen, and was 
condemnatory ; the second appeared in the old 
Courier and Inquirer, of this city, and was writ- 
ten by its editor, Mr. Spaulding, afterward edi- 
tor of the 7zmes, who praised it in the strongest 
terms. Soon after this review appeared, Mr. 


Spaulding wrote to Mr. Derby, and asked him | 


who was the author of the book, and if it would 
not be possible for him to meet her. 


Mr. Derby answered that the 
lady was a Southerner, but that she was then in 
New York, and he would convey Mr. Spaulding’s 
wishes to her and give him her answer. 
Evans, who was staying at the St. Nicholas

friendship, and the friendship into something 
more, for it was not long before the Northern 
editor and the Southern novelist were engaged 
to be married. In the mean time the civil war 
broke out. Miss Evans was a secessionist of 
the strongest type and Mr. Spaulding was as 
strong for the Union. His political feelings, 
however, did not interfere with his private 
friendships, and an opportunity offering, he went 
South to be married. To his surprise he found 
that his promised bride no longer felt the same 
regard for him. The gulf between them was 
impassable, and so they parted. Each married 
lateron. Miss Evans, now Mrs. Wilson, lives 
in her ,beloved Southland. Spaulding is no 
more. He died soon after his marriage. While 
the war was raging, Miss Evans wrote another 
novel called, ‘* Macaria,” which was 
lished in Richmond, Va... A copy of this was 
sent by the author to Mr. Derby, who was then 
temporarily out of the publishing business. 
He, however, continued his interest in this 
author, and he took the book to Mr. J. B. Lip- 
pincott to see if he would not publish it. Mr. 
Lippincott at once agreed to, and promised the 
author the usual 10 per cent royalty, though 
by law she was not entitled to anything, her 
book having been published in the Confederacy. 
While the plates were being made, Michael 
Doolady, of this city, a bookseller of practical 
methods, got hold of a copy of ‘‘ Macaria,’’ and 
was getting it set up as fast as the printers could 
work. Mr. Lippincott, hearing of this, wrote 
him that he would withdraw from the field if he, 
Doolady, would sign a contract to pay him, for 
the author, a royalty on its sales, otherwise he 
would sell the plates at cost to another publisher. 
Doolady agreed and the contract was signed. 
In the mean time the war was over, and one 
day Mr. Derby received a call at his office in 
. Spruce Street from a lady. She was ushered 
into his presence, and, just as he was about to 
ask her business, he recognized Miss Evans.
